Fish and Ralph Ordower failed 


to gain a victory in their debate | - 


against inmates of the Massa- 
chusetts Correctional Institute 
at Norfolk, Mass. The McGill 
team took the negative position 
on the question: “Resolved that 
Capital Punishment should be 
abolished.” 

The contest attracted the Jar- 
gest audience ever scen at a Nor- 
folk debate. In addition to one 
hundred and twenty inmates, one 
hundred and fifty people from 
outside the prison were present, 
Debating against McGill were 
William G, Lepera, serving a five 
year sentence for passing false 
cheques, and George : Nassar 
serving a life sentence for secon 
degree murder. Nassar’s case is 
currently. being re-considered by

! The affirmative team made two |’ 


main points: that capital punish- 
ment is no deterrent and that it 
cannot be justified by our huma- 
nitarian standards. Lepera,~ the 
first speaker, said that “it failed 
to deter 7000 Americans this year 
and it will fail to deter an equal- 
ly large number. this year.!': He 
also claimed that ’states with no 
death penalty have a lower mur- 
der rate than states that do. 
Ordower, : first speaker for 
McGill, argued that the penalty 
must fit the crime since if'it is too 
Jenient, if makes the crime worth 
committing, and, if too severe 
it leads to public cynicism and 
disrespect for justice.: :

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Offer of $6 Million | 
| In Backlog Federal Aid Today —

A federal grant of nearly $6 million will be available 
to McGill as of today, representing this year’s grant of 
91,593,896 added to the backlog accumulated since 1956. 


Letters, will be mailed to Que- 
hee universities today informing 
them that over $25 million in fe- 
deral grants are available if de- 
sired, This year’s grants amount 
to $7 1-2 million. The remainder 
of the sum hag been refused by 
the universities over the last three 
years on the advice of the late 
Premier Duplessis. 


A partial list of grants totals due 
is as follews :' McGill; $5,868,452, 
University of. Montreal : $9,757,- 
216, Laval : $7,036,902, 


- Mailing of the letters is the re- 
sult of an agreement between the 


Federal Government and the Can- 


adian Universities Foundation co- 
vering distribution of grants, It js 
expected that the money will be 
turned over to the Provincial Go- 
vernment for distribution following 
an agreement between Ottawa an 
Quebec on the grants question.

NEGOTIATIONS PLANNED 


The new agreement, designed to 
protect provincial rights from Fe- 
deral encroachment, will probably 
be made at a meeting between 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker and 
Premier Barrette in the near fu- 
ture, Parliament would then be 


asked to approve the necessary le- 


gislation. 
The provincial government’ also 


‘intends, subject to negotiation with 


Ottawa, to accept from the Fede- 
ral Government about $16 million 
earmarked for the capital invest- 
ment project of Quebec universi- 
ties. The money is being held by 


the Canada Council pending a 50- 
lution of the grants problem. 


AID INCREASED 


The special grants provided by 
the new corporation tax will be 
equal to one dollar and seventy 
five cents! per capita of the pro- 
vince’s population, It will be dis- 
tributed according to the enroll- 
ment of each institution, This ‘come 
ares favourably with the one dol- 
ar and fifty cents per capita grant 
paid by Ottawa to the other pro- 
vinces, The new system of provin- 
cial atk will go into effect re- 
gardless of the outcome of- Fede- 
ral-Provincial negotiations over the 
$25 million backlog. 


The increased corporation tax 
will provide about $8,750,000 in aid 
to Quebec universities in addition
